Replying in the House of Commons to Lord R. 
Churchill the Marquis of Hartington on Monday 
warmly resented the suggestion that he had led Sir 
F. Roberts to expecta present of £20,000 for his 
services in Afghanistan, and had subsequently fixed 
the sum at £12,000. Sir F. Roberts had himself 
accepted the commutation. Numerous questions 
were asked and answered in reference to the Trans- 
vaal, Tunis, the state of Ireland, and the ill-treat- 
ment of Jewsin Russia. Mr. Gladstone announced 
the abandonment of his proposal to grant licenses to 
to sell intoxicating liquors in railway carriages. 'The 
Customs and Inland Revenue Bill was considered in 
committee. Mr. Justin M‘Carthy kept Фе .Ноцзе 
up late with the grievance of Mr. Dillon's arrest. 

In reply to Mr. Onslow, who spoke in high praise 
of the popularity of Mr. Adam in Madras, Mr. 
Gladstone on Tuesday was sorry to say that the 
Government had received confirmation of the news 
of Mr. Adams's death. The right hon. gentleman 
passed a high eulogium on the character of the late 
Governor of Madras, and observed that during the 
many ycars he was in the House of Commons no 
person more completely succeeded in gaining or 
better deserved. the esteem of the House. Sir 8. 
Northcote wished to add a single word to express 
the extreme feeling of regret which all members of 
the House must entertain at the death of one who 
Was so highly respected and so very much admired. 


BOERS v. KAFFIRS. 


A Durban despatch asserts that іп (ће recent fight- 
ing between the Каћтѕ and the Boers the former 
lost seventy killed, while the Boers lost five men. 
The Boers have been commandering money and men 
rather extensively. Several British subjects have 
been commandered by a Dutch officer to fight 
Montsuive; and the Standard correspondent states 
that loyal British and Boers will have to leave the 
country unless some steps are taken for their 


protection. 
FRANCE v. TUNIS. 

The Sultan has impotently pronounced the depo- 
sition of the Bey, but the French authorities 
declare they will uphold him on his throne. M. 
Barthélemy St. Hilaire stated on Saturday to a 
committee appointed by the Bureaux of the French 
Chamber of Deputies that all the financial inter- 
ference contemplated in Tunis was & reorganisation 
of the finances of the country. The points to be 
occupied by French troops would be places,sur- 
rounding tlie country of the Kroumirs. An attempted 
revolt on the part of the convicts at La Golette has 
been suppressed, and Lardi Zarruck, the Tunisian 
Councillor, who opposed the signature of the Franco- 
Tunisian Treaty, has sailed for Palermo. 

"ће French Chamher on Monday ““Ъу a large 
majority’? approved the French treaty with the 
poor Bey of Tunis. 

A severe engagement has been fought near 
Chellala, in the south-western part of Algeria 
bordering on the desert, between a French column 
and a body of Arab insurgents 5000 strong. The 
latter were defeated with a loss of 300 men, while 
the French lost thirty-seven killed and. forty-six 
wounded. и 

‘The Daily News’ Paris correspondent telegraphs 
his belief that the French Senate will assent to, the 
substitution of the scrutin de liste for the scrutin 
d'arrándissiment. Among the possible consequences 
of such a step.he enumerates the resignation of M. 
Grévy and the failure of M. Ferry to secure his 
re-eleotion. 

The Daily News regrets the former contingency ; 
and suggests that the Senate should throw out the 
bill, as M. Gambetta only carried his project буа 
majority of eight. 


A LETTER FROM GENERAL GARIBALDI 
on the position of affairs at Tunis has been published 
at Rome. Не says that he is a friend of France, 
but if that country endeavoured to take possession 
of Tunis; Italy would be insulted and threatened. 
Garibaldi expresses a hope that France will re- 
linquish all idea of annexation, or even of a pro- 
tectorate, and declares that in any case the Italian 
fleet, with 50,000 men on board, ought to be ready 
to defend the Italian islands which are threatened.

HER MAJESTY WROTE IN HER 


PRIVATE JOURNAL ;— 
“ Wednesday, Oct. 16, 1861. 
** To our great satisfaction, it was à most beautiful 
morning. Nota cloud was in the bright blue sky, 


and it was perfectly calm. There had been a sharp - 


frost, which lay on parts of the grass, and the 
mountains were beautifully lit up, with those very 
blue shades upon them,like the bloom of a plum. 
Up early, and brenkfasted with Alice, Louis, and 
‘Lenchen, in our room. At twenty minutes to nine 
o'clock we started, with Alice, Lenchen, and Louis. 
'" The morning was beyond everything splendid, 
gud the countty in such beauty, though the poor 


trees are nearly leafless. Near Castleton, and 
indeed all along the road, in the shade, the frost lay, 
and the air was very sharp. We took post-horses at 
Castleton, and proceeded up Glen Cluny to Glen 
Callater, which looked lovely, and which Albert 
admired much. : 

* In a little more than two hours, we were at 
Loch Callater. The road was very bad indeed as we 
approached the loch, where our ponies were waiting 
for us. After welking a few paces, we mounted 
them, I on my good ‘Fyvie and Alice оп 
‘Inchrory.’ 

* The day was glorious, and the whole expedition 
delightful and very easily performed. We ascended 
Little Cairn Ture, on the north side of Loch Cal- 
later, up a sort of footpath, very easy and even, upon 
ground that was almost flat, rising very gradually, 
but imperceptibly ; and the view became wonder- 
fully extensive. ‘The top of Cairn Ture is quite flat, 
with moss and grass, so that you could drive upon 
it. Itis very high; for you see the high table-land 
behind the highest point of Lochnagar. On that 
side you have no view, but from the other it is won- 
derfully extensive. It was so clear and bright, and 
so still there, reminding us of the day on Ben Muich 
Dhui last year. 

“There rose, immediately behind us, Ben Muich 
Dhui, which you hardly ever see, and the shape of 
which is not fine; with its surrounding mountains 
of Cairngorm, Brae Riach, Ben Avon or A'an, Ben- 
na-Bhourd, &c. We saw Ben-y-Ghlo quite clearly, 
апа all that range of hills; then, further west, 
Shichallion, near Loch Tay; the mountains which 
are near the Black Mount; and, quite on the horizon, 
we could discern Ben Nevis, which is above Fort 
William. 

“Going up Caim Ture, we looked down 
upon Loch Canter, a small loch above Loch Callater, 
very wild and dark. We proceeded to Cairn 
Glaishie, at the extreme point of which a cairn 
has been erected. We got off, to take a look at the 
wonderful panorama which lay stretched out before 
us. We looked on Fifeshire, and the country between 
Perth and Stirling, the Lomond Hills, &с. It was 
beautifully clear, and really it was most interesting 
to look over such an immense extent of the High- 
lands. . . . I give a very poor description of it, my 
head is so very ungeographical. I cannot ‘ mind’ 
the names, as they say here. . . . But here follows 
the account of our route, with all the names as 
written down by Duncan. . . . It gave me a very 
good idea of the geography of the country, which 
delighted dear Albert, as this expedition was quite 
in a different direction from any that we had ever 
made before." 

Her Majesty further relates how they rode on to 
the edge of Cairn Lochan, and got another ** bonnie” 
view on the south side of the Grampians, looking 
down to Glen Isla, beyond which they saw the 
Lomond Hills, above Kinross and Loch Leven :— 

** We went back on our side of the river; and if 
we had been a little earlier Albert might have got & 
stag, but it was too late. The moon rose, and shone 
most beautifully; and we returned at twenty 
minutes to seven o'clock, much pleased and 
interested with this delightful expedition. Alas! I 
fear, our last great one! 

“Tp WAS OUR LAST ONE!—1807." 


This is the Queen's remark, entered six years after- 
wards in her journal of 1861, and every one will 
understand and sympathise with her feelings.

Sergeant Patrick Mullane, Royal Horse Artillery, 
will receive the V.C. for conspicuous bravery during 
the action at Maiwand, on July 27, 1880, in endea- 
vouring to save the life of Driver Pickwell Istead. 
This non-commissioned officer, when the battery to 
which he belonged was on the point of retiring, aud 
the enemy were within ten or fifteen yards, un- 
hesitatingly ran back about two yards, and, picking 
up Driver Istead, placed him on the limber, where, 
unfortunately, he died almost immediately. Again, 
during the retreat, Sergeant Mullane volunteered to 
procure water for the wounded, and succeeded in 
doing so by going into one of the villages in which 
so many men lost their lives. 


HEROISM OF GUNNER COLLISS. 


Gunner James Colliss, Royal Horse Artillery, is 
awarded the V.C. for conspicuous bravery during 
the retreat from Maiwand to Kandahar, on July 25, 
1880, when the officer commanding the battery was 
endeavouring to bring on а limber, with wounded 
men, under a cross fire, in running forward and 
drawing the enemy’s fire on himself, thus taking otf 
their attention from the limber.

Chesson a copy of a letter written by a gentleman 
who accompanied the sons of the Prince of Wales on 
their recent visit to Cetewayo at Cape Town. The 
writer says :— 

** At last we are ushered intothe drawing-room, an 
apartment cheery in aspect and scrupulously clean, 
but looking barely enough furnished with half-a- 
dozen American kitchen chairs, on one of which sits 
Cetewayo in a blue serge suit, with a gorgeous 
smoking-cap on his head. I confess, after reading 
Sir Bartle Frere’s too eloquent despatches, I had 
pictured the owner of the notorious ‘ celibate man- 
slaying machine’ as а sanguinary and repulsive 
ogre. It was, therefore, a relief and surprise to find 
a black gentleman infinitely superior in appearance 
to any native chief in South Africa. No description 
would, perhaps, во well set him off as Falstaff’s ideal 
portrait of himself—‘a goodly, portly man i’ faith, 
and a corpulent—of a cheerful look, a pleasing eye, 
and a most notable carriage.’ It is Cetewayo to the 
life.
